DETAILED ACTION 

Terminal Disclaimer 

1 . The terminal disclaimer filed on 4/1 1/2008 disclaiming the terminal portion of any 
patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date of 
U.S. Patent Nos. 7,185,054, 6,237,025 and 5,758,079 has been reviewed and is 
accepted. The terminal disclaimer has been recorded. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 37-70 (now renumbered 1-34) are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. These 
reasons for allowance should not be interpreted to imply that limitations not specifically 
mentioned are immaterial to patentability. The specific limitations identified below have 
been considered in combination with the entirety of the claim in determining 
patentability. 

The prior art of record fails to disclose or reasonably suggest a system as 
claimed wherein the system maintains dynamically changeable associations between 
users and communications devices and presents a user interface to a user that contains 
a scrollable list of identifiers or a dial panel of identifiers used in initiating communication 
with a second user, wherein a third user attempts to establish a communication session 
with the first user while a session between the first and second users is ongoing, and

the first user is notified of the attempt and the identity of the third user and given the 
option of accepting the incoming request for communication.
